Eskimos Are Hospitable. 

“The Eskimos, or Huskeys, as we 
call them, area fine class of people. 
They-are industrious, haspitable and 
honorable. We never had any trouble 
in dealing with them. They appraise 
you quickly, and if you are disposed 
to be fair they will meet you more 
than half way. Their customs and 
habits might not strike the white man 
attractively, bubonce you know them 
you have no difficulty in appreciating 
their good qualitles. They have no bad 
qualities, such as we understand in 
civilization. They treat their women 
kindly and they respect the white man's 
law. Their hospitality is simply over- 
whelming. One of their dainty dishes 
is ‘tippy fish,’ which would probably 
appeal strongly to one who likes Jim- 
burger cheese. This tidbit is served as 
dessert and it requires a northern ap- 
petite as sauce. However, that is all 
a matter of taste; and when you go up 
north you change your taste as you 
change your garments, 

“Because of the depreciation in the 
price of whalebone, the number of 
whaling vesselsithat annually make the 
trip to Hersetiell island has decreased 
of late years, Only a few of the old- 
timers make thé trip now. They bring 
aHl-sorts of goods and trade with the 
Huskeys for fur: 

“Fort McPherson is the end of our 
southern patrols. In ‘the little church- 
yard ‘there aretthe graves of Inspector 
Fitzgerald and;his icompanions of the 
Dawson patrol syho* perished on the 
trail, -A monument;for the graves Wwas 
ordered two years ago, but it was not 
until: this’ year that the base for the 
stone. arrived.

‘Fitz,’ as 
he was known in the’ north, never had 
an enemy in that part of the ‘country, 
or anywhere else, so far as I can Jearn. 
Only those who have journeyed in ‘the 
north during the winter months can 
appreciate what he and his compan- 
ions endured. 

Travel by Moonlight. 


“In winter we ‘travel by moonlight. 
It is not exaclly ‘joy. riding,’ but you 
gradually get used to it and the traffic 
regulations are not irksome. If you 
exceed the speed limit and become 
separated from your companions you 
are likely to go hungry, wherefore you 
become circumspect of necessity. It 
is a case of bear and * forbear—not 
polar bar, but sound philosophy. Be 
good or go hungry. ~ + 

“There is no lawlessness In that part 
of 'the country, Petty differences arise, 
but there is no vicious element. ‘If a 
man deserts from a whaler, he is pur- 
sued primarily for the purpose of say- 
ing his life.

DISCHARGED AUDITOR 
HAS STARTED ACTION 


Cc. L. Richardson — Files Sut Agiinst 
Mayor, Ald. Walsh, Calder, Douglas

Through his~ solicitors, McDonald 
and Tighe, C..L, Richardson, who was 
discharged from the office of the city 
auditor August 26 by the tity council, 
filed a sult in the supreme court today

The defendants named_-in the action 
are Mayor Short and Atdermen Calder, 
Walsh, Douglas, Smith> and. Living- 
stone, 

Two separate charges are brought 
against the defendants; tthe first being 
a charge of tUegal dismissal from the 
employ of the .ctly, and the second a 
charge of conspiracy on the part of the 
aldermen who were responsible for his 
dismissal, 

The writ claims that the manner in 
which he was dismissed was not legal; 
that he had a contract with the city 
for one year’s employment from 
March 4, 1913. It Is also claimed that 
the aldermen conspired together to 
secure his dismissal acting from a 
metive lo damage him rather than for 
the good of the city,

This is ‘Walker Day” in the Central 
American republic of Nicaragua, and 
commemorates the S38rd anniversary of 
the execution of William Walker, the 
American filibuster who was the chief 
actor In a conspiracy for the ‘“benevoi- 


Secretary Bryan's project for estab- 
Jishing what would’ amount to a pro- 
‘tectorate over Nicaragua has revived 
interest in the career of Walker, the 
prince of Central American soldiers of 
fortune, whose career ended inglor- 
iously when, backed against an adobe 
wall, he faced a firing squad at Trux- 
ille, Honduras, on Seplembert2, 41860. 
“Walker Day" was long observed in 
Nisaragua and Honduras by anti-Amer- 
ical demonstrations, and the hatred of 
the “Yankis’’ for which the filibuster 
Was responsible still persists In many 
parts of Central America, 

Walker was a native of Nashville, 
Tonn,, and for a time was editor of a 
newspaper in New Orleans, He joined 
he gold rush to California in 1850, and 
three years later he organized an ex- 
pedition to invade tie Mexican state of 
Sonora, but was repulsed. At aboul 
the same tine Gol. HW, L. Kinney had 
led a band of armed emigrants to. the 
Mosquito Coast of Nicaragua, and un- 
der the specious pretext that the Brit- 
ish were likely to possess il, and*ap- 
pealing to the Monroe doctrine for jus- 
tification, established. an American 
colony there.

THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT'S RESPONSIBILITIES 
WITH REGARD TO THE MINERAL RESOURCES 

A recent action upon the part of the Prince Albert board of trade which, although 
it receives but scant mention in the dispatches, calls for more than passing attention and is 
worthy of endorsation at the hands of every similar body in the prairie provinces was 
taken on September 10 when that institution addressed to the government at Ottawa a 
resolution requesting that the federal administration undertake a thorough geological survey 
of the northern halves of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 

The importancé and necessity to the city of Edmonton in particular and to the 
province of Alberta in general of some general, comprehensive and searching investigation of 
the mineralogical resources of the northern part of this province is at once apparent and action 
in the matter has been too long delayed. Central and Southern Alberta being agricultural 
countries with but a small diversification of industries, attention quite naturally centres upon 
agricultural questions to the exclusion of all others, and the possibilities of the regions which 
are not so inviting. to the agriculturalist are quite easily overlooked or forgotten altogether. 

But if Alberta is to develop into the great self-contained commonwealth which a 
cursory study of the natural conditions seems to indicate is her natural destiny, then some 
more scientific and systematic attention must be directed toward the mineral resources of 
the country. -In the past virtually no consistent effort has been made to examine or deter- 
mine these resources. From those who have undertaken the exploitation of that field we 


know in an unofficial manner that there are great beds of asphalt and tar sands at McMur- 
ray, sufficient to pave the roads of the whole world, and that oil has been discovered in a 
sufficient plastic state to promise the immediate inauguration of an industry whenever trans- 
portation is afforded. From drillers in the same country we know that there are salt 
beds hundreds of feet thick in the same region and from trappers and traders we learn that

‘there are salt beds at Smith sufficiently extensive to permit of their being worked with a 


steam shovel. From the few prospectors in {he north country are obtained more or less 
circumstantial stories of iron at Athabasca lake, cobalt and silver at Great Bear Lake, 
native copper on the Coppermine river and in Coronation gulf, placer gold at the head- 
waters of the Liard, galena at Great Slave lake and ochre along the “Athabasca river, but 
all such stories are unofficial and no scientific attempt has yet been made to define the 
extent or value of the resources so as to make general the knowledge of the possibilities of 
the nor{bh country. The geological maps so far are very crude and inadequate and-~to all 
intents and purposes it may be said that the whole north country, mineralogically speaking, 
is even yet a terra incognita. : 

In order to develop for the by-products. of the farm the permanent and lucrative 
market which is going to be necessary to the permanent prosperity of the agricultural 
industry of Alberta, this north country must be opened up and its’fesources developed. “At 


present, owing to the steady influx of settlers and to the enormous constructive activities in} 


railroading, there is a lively market for hay, vegetables and such products as do not lend 
themselves readily to exportation, but the time must come when the supply of this class of 
products will be more than adequate for the local market, and before that time arrives fcre- 
thought demands that it be anticipated by the provision of a market at home through the 
development of the mineral resources of the north. : 

: With the dominion government in possession of the resources of this province, the 
provincial authorities are precluded from undertaking the examination in the same manner that 
British Columbia, owning its resources, is able to do through its department of mines, and the 
duty of a geological exploration-of the north devolves upon the Dominion, which, so far, has 
done nothing. Resolutions such as that by the Prince Albert Board of Trade might have a 
tendency to awaken the government at Ottawa to its responsibilities in respect of the northern 
mineral regions, at the same time corrvborating and clinching another argument to preve 
that the provinces should own their own resources.

THE INJUSTICE OF THE COUNCIL 
ATTITUDE TOWARD DISMISSED POLICEMEN 


'- It would be difficult to conceive of an attitude 
more churlish than that evidenced by the council 
majority toward the dismissed police officers, 
Wright and Edwards, when they refused them the 
requested investigation and teld them, in effect, 
that they must bear the stigma of dismissal under 
suspicion and without the right of appeal. 

Here is the delineation of the situation which 
cannot be controverted: Certain allegations with 
regard to the police force are made, among which 
are the charges that officers were drunk on duty, 
that ofticers were found in houses of prostitution, 
that officers were‘loafing around the pound instead 
of doing their duty, that officers were guilty of 
breaches of discipline such as to discount their 
usefulness as members of the force. 

Immediately subsequent to the publication of 
these allegations two officers, Wright and Edwards, 
are summarily dismissed, without the publication of 
a reason for their dismissal. 

With the allegations still fresh in the public 
mind, what more natural conclusion than that 
these men are the men to whom the allegations 
refer? : : A 

The men are police* officers by profession. 
Their ability to secure further employment as 
Such depends upon. their character and record. 
They ask an investigation. The investigation is 
refused by the council upon the transparent sub- 
terfuge that the clty is about to appeal against 
an award by the court of wages fo these men in 
lieu of notice. In effect, the council sanctions 
the dismissal of the officers without a given cause 
and goes one step further by practically taking 


_from them the opportunity to earn a livelihood. 


The injustice of this attitude upon the part of 
the council majority is so manifest as to require 
no comment.

‘Franels I., King of France, who Jaid 
the foundation of French colonization 
of Canada, was born on this date, Sept. 
42° in 14494. He succeeded. Louis XII. 
‘on the throne in 15415, a:few years af- 
ter Denis of .Honfleur had visited the 
coast of Canada and declared — the 
whole region annexed to France. This 
formed ‘a basis of: olaim to territory 
and possibilities of power which might 
have made Francis the greatest of Bu- 
ropean sovereigns and his ‘Field of ihe 
Cloth of Gold’ a realty rather-than a 
pageant... Francis, was an ambitious 
ruler and was eager to extend his em- 
pire in the new and unknown regions. 
Jacques Cartier won the King’s favor 
for his schemes, and when that Breton 
mariner returned from his first voyage 
Francis was stirred to wild enthusiasm 
by néw visions of empire, The mon- 
arch was so pleased with the result 
of Cartier’s second voyage, When Wing 
Donnacona and nine Indian chiefs were 
brought back as visible trophies for 
his royal eye, that he: made Cartier 
captain-general of New France, and 
appointed the Sleur de Reberval first 
viceroy of ‘his New World empire. 
The latter's attempt to found ‘a settle- 
ment ended in privatlon and failure. 
Prancis died in 1547, De Reberval was 
soon afterward lost at sea or slain by 
the Indians, and for ‘half a century ‘the 
attempt to found a New France beyond 
the seas was abandoned,

ASQUITH, ENGLISH PREMIER, 
CELEBRATES 61ST BIRTHDAY. 

The Rt. Hon. Herbert Henry As- 
quith, prime minister of Great Britain, 
will celebrate his 64st birthday today. 
It is generally predicted that the 
statesmen will soon find the cares of 
office, the trials of leadership and. the 
heckling of the suffragettes too great 
a ‘burden for one of his years, and wil. 
retire to the easy somnolence of the 
House of Lords. Life has held many 
terrors for Mr. Asquilh since he Dbe- 
came premier in 1908, thanks to the 
unceasing attentions of ithe bashiba- 
zoukesses led by the unterrifled Em- 
meline. Aside from the troubles in- 
tlicted by the belligerent feminists, Mr. 
Asquith has had to bring to bear un- 
usual qualities of tact,, diplomacy, 
suasion and action in order to hold to- 
gether the warring elements in ‘the 
Liberal-Labor-Irish alliance, ; 

At 61, Mr. Asquith is still a youth, 
as compared with British prime minis- 
ters in the past. Gladst)me was in his 
83rd year when, for the fourth time, 
he assumed :the office of premier, Lord 
Palmerston was 70 when he assum- 
ed the office, and was 81 when he re- 
tired. Disraeli, Campbell-Bannerman 
and Lord Grey all assumed the cares 
of state when well> past Mr. As- 
quith's present age. 

Mr. Asquith was Dorn in Yorkshire, 
Sept. 12, 1852. He was educated at 
Balliol College, Oxford, and became a 
barrister at 24. His parliamentary 
career began in 1886, when he was el- 
ected from East Fife. He entered the 
government in 4892 as secretary of 
state for home department, amd was 
chancellor of the exchequer from 1905 
until his assumption of the premler- 
ship in 1908. 

Mr. Asquith has been twice mar- 
nied, His first wife died in 1891, and 
three years later he married Emma 
Alice Margaret, daughter of Sir (thar- 

{les Termamt, a wealthy Scottish mem- 
ber of Parllament. It is said that in 
her youth ‘Margot’ Tenmant declared 
that she proposed to become the wife 
of the prime minister of England. One 
of her first acts, after taking up her 
residence in Downing street, was to 
hold an exhibition of gowns designed 
by a Parisian dressmaker. This 
“scandal'' led to bitter denunciatious 
of the offending lady, and she has nev- 
er attained the high social position 
usually accorded to a premier’s better 
half. When Mrs. Asquith entertained 
a “Salome” dancer at the official resi- 
dence, Puritan England grew black in 
the face from Indignation. ‘‘Dear ma 
how Interesting,” remarked Mrs. As- 
quith, with a shrug, when told of the’ 
displeasure of her censors, 

‘Mr. Asquith, like most Englishmen, 
Is a sportsman, but he restricts his 
own activities to golf.

QGATLING, 

The first of those’ terrible engines | 
of warfare known as the. Gatling gun 
was invented in 1862 by Richard Jor- 
don Gatling, who was born in North 
Carolina 95 years ago today. 


Gatling, 
the son of arich planter, was well ecu- 
cated, and early devoted himself to 
scientific work and mechanical: experi- 
ments, His first device was a screw 
propeller for steamships, on which, 
on applying for a patent, he found 
himself anticipated by Ericsson, Next 
he contrived a machine for planting 
vice, wheat and other grain in drills, 
Which proved highly - suecessful, 
Having used his inventive ~ genius in 
such a manner as_to assist in feeding 
and preserving humanily, he next set 
abeut the task of contriving a machine 
for killing his fellows. ‘here were 
erude rapid-fire suns in use when Gat- 
ling turned his attention to the sub- 
ject, but they were of Jiltle practical 
value. The Gatling gun sovn led to a 
revolutionizing of artillery, and until 
his death 10 years ago the inventor 
devoted his time almost exclusively to 
perfecting - and = mannfacturing that 
formidabla weapon, which has been 
adopted by all the armies of ithe world. 
Tens of thousends of graves now al- 
test to the deadly aocuracy of the sluy- 
ing machine invented by Gatling.

“The whole discourse {s a protest 
against arrogance. In recent years 
science has. been associating its claims 
against dosmatic theolosy. Perhaps 
some over-association was necessary 
but over-asserting there certainly was. 
The public woke to find that they had 
only exchanged one priesthood for an- 
other, The laws of science were more 
sacrosanct than holy writ.

Natives Live Entirely on Musk 
Ox, Using Hide for Cloth- 
ing—Special Patrol to Go to 
Scene, 


Ottawa, Sept. 412—Following the 
hews of the death of R. V. Radford 
and George Street at the hands of Bs- 
kimos, Comptroller Fortesque, of the 
North West Mounted Police, received 
a report today from Sergeant W. G. 
Egerton, of Fullerton, through the 
Fort Churchill post, of a fight between 
Eskimos, in which four were killed, 

The fight took place at Bock's river, 
north and west of Schultz Lake. The 
cause of the trouble is not known. 
None of the natives have rifles, The 
only weapon that they used is the 
bow and arrow and seal knife, 

Sergeant Egerton, in his 
adds: 

“Fighting is common amongst the 
band of Eskimos who are not civilized, 
not coming into contact with any 
white people whatever, They inhabit 
the country north of Coronation Gulf 
and along the Thelon river, and live 
entirely on the musk ox, using the 
hide for clothing,” 

The report of the flght comes from 
a native named Ka-Ka-Mo. 

Superintendent Demers, commander 
of the Mounted Police at Churchill, re- 
ports that he is preparing to send a 
special patrol to find out more about 
the fight and also the death of Rad- 
ford and Street. 

Supt. Demers says that he will 
send a strong escort as it will prob- 
ably be necessary to make a number 
of arrests, 

“These natives,” ‘he adds, “will most 
probably resist arrest and {it 4s impos- 
sible to depend on local help. his 
patrol would have (to stay in this coun- 
try at least a year, if not two, I will 
report further ‘on my return from.Ful- 
lerton and will also make arrange- 
ments for above party."'
